London, Dec. 4. — A dispatch from 
Bombay announces that rain has ceased 
throughout the country. 

A dispatch from Moscow to the Stan- 
dard says the authorities there have 
frustrated tho attempt of students at a 
demonstration in memory of the terri- 
ble Khodinskoe plain disaster laBt year, 
when hundreds of peasants were killed 
in a stampede at the time of the distri- 
bution of souvenir mugs of the Czar's 
coronation. Tho demonstration was 
prevented by arresting a hundred ring- 
leaders. 

According to tho Dublin correspond- 
ent of tho Daily News there is talk of 
Queen Victoria visiting Ireland in 1807 
in connection with the celobration over 
her reign having reached the longest 
period of any English sovereign. 

A Constantinople dispatch says the 
Emperor and Empress of Germany will 
visit Jerusalem on Easter Sunday, 1807, 
to attend the consecration of the Evan- 
gelical church built on the site given the 
late Emperor Frederick by tho Sultan, 
The dispatch adds, the Emperor and 
Empress will thence proceed to Cairo at 
the Khedive's invitation. 

A Vienna dispatch to the Standard re- 
ports that an English woman named 
Annie Ilett, has been sentenced to a 
year's .imprisonment with labor for 
forging checks in November, 1895, on a 
letter of credit and check book, which 
were stolen from Mrs. Parson's, on a 
voyage from New York to Gibraltar by 
a man who accompanied the Illet 
woman. They afterwards travelled the 
continent issuii>y forged checks. The 
man has disappeared. 

tUlvieca received here to-dav from 
Liberia announce that the president of 
the republic, Jos. James Chesman, died 
on Nov. 11th. Vice- President Coleman 
was inaugurated president on Nov. 13th. 

The weekly statement of the Bank of 
England issued to-day shows the follow 
ing changes compared with previous tic 
count: Total reserve decreased, £550, 
000 ; circulation increased, £80,000; bill 
lion decreased, £00, 310 ; other securities 
decreased; £000,000; public deposits de 
creased, £725,000; notes reseive de- 
creased, £490,000; government securities 
decreased, £1,000. The proportion of 
the Bank t>f England's reserve liability 
last week was 53.5-1 per cent, It is now 
53.81 per cent. 

At a meeting of the Central Strike 
committee at Hamburg this morning it 
was decided to delaro a general strike 
and a pamphlet was issued calling all 
quay laborers, engineers, bargemen, 
lumpers and carmen to quit work in 
order to bring the business of the port to 
a complete standstill. The majority of 
the quay laborers obeyed the order. 

The Hanover Anzeiger says that Em- 
peror William yesterday visited the 
military schools. Speaking to the officers 
His Majesty alluded to the Bruzwitx 
affair, saying that the occurrence had 
affected him most painfully. He ex- 
horted the officers always to bear in 
mind that the uniform should not be a 
cause of antagonism between officers and 
citizens, and such a distinction should 
not be by the demeanor of the oflicers. 

The Constantinople correspondent of 
the Mail hears that the Porte has de- 
clined the payment of indemities except 
those of Americans.

U.S. TONNAGE DUES. 

German Vessels Must Pay Shipping Charges 
on Entering U.S. Ports. 

Washington, Dec. 4. — The President 
has issued a proclamation suspending 
after January the operations of the act 
which relieves German vessels entering 
United States ports from the payment 
of tonnage dues and other shipping 
charges. This action was taken upon 
proof that American vessels are denied 
corresponding privileges at German 
ports. Shipping charges under our law 
are based on a sliding scale. The Presi- 
dent's action will doubtless arouse wide- 
spread interest in shipping circles. The 
President's proclamation will go into 
effect on the morning of January 1, after 
which vessels from Germany entering 
our ports must pay shipping charges 
ranging on a sliding scale from G cents 
to 30 cents a ton per annum.

NEW TRANS-PACIFIC LINE. 

To Ply Between Snn Diego and Yokohama 
—Railway Connections not Arranged. 

Chicago, Dec. 4. — There is no longer 
any doubt as to the identity of one of 
the moving spirits in the proposed trans- 
Pacific steamship line. O. W. Potter, 
president of the Commercial National 
bank practically admitted, although he 
declined to make any specific statement to 
that effect, thathisson, E. C. Potter, was 
engineering the big project. A. II. But- 
ler is also a prominent henchman. Mr. 
Potter, junior, together with Mr. Butler, 
is now in San Diego in the interests of 
ttie enterprise, It is also known that 
negotiations are under way with the A. 
T. & S. F. K. P., looking toward utiliz- 
ing the latter as the connecting link be- 
tween tho Pacific and Atlantic ports. 

Mr. E. O. Potter is a stockholder in 
the Santa Fe road. Mr. Potter, sr., de- 
clined to state what capitalists are inter- 
ested with liia son in the enterprise and 
declares emphatically that he lias not a 
dollar's worth of interest in it. "I am 
really not specifically advised as to the 
exact nature of my son's business in 
California," saitl the banker. "'Perhaps 
it would bo better to wait until his re- 
turn before connecting his name authori- 
tatively with the trans-Pacific enter- 
prise. I will say this, however, that 
my son has been interested in such a 
move for two years. The necessity of an 
American lino of steamers between this 
country and the Orient was made ap- 
parent to him when he visited Japan. 
It is a gigantic undertaking, and one 
that will involve an expenditure of 
many millions of dollars, and probably 
years of time, before what can bo re- 
garded as a fair beginning can be made. 

" In the first place much tedious legis- 
lation .has to be put through before the 
project would bo upon any sort of a 
oasis. Tho Federal government will 
have to legislate upon the question of 
subsidizing vessels for the transporta- 
tion of the mails. It will also have to be 
apparent that pood railroad connections 
can be made between the Pacific and 
Atlantic coasts for the forwarding of 
freight across the country." 

" Between what ports will the steamers 
ply?" was asked. "Probably the United 



New Yoi:k, Dec. 4. — Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say : General trade con- 
tinues in moderate volume, jobbers and 
wholesalers being agreed that there was 
no business revival this year. There is 
some activity in holiday goods. Eain 
and stormy weather at the South 
and severe weather in the West 
and Northwest have checked traffic 
on tho interior county road and 
otherwise interfered with the distribu- 
tion of merchandise, except at some of 
the Northwestern centres, wtiere season- 
able weather has stimulated the demand 
for heavy textiles, clothing, hats and 
shoes. The situation in iron and steel 
is lees satisfactory. With unsettling 
rumors as to the success of the steel 
pool, there are comparatively few sales 
of staple grades, and there is no likli- 
hooil of a revival in the demand prior to 
February. 

The exports of wheat from both coasts 
of the United States this week, Hour in- 
cluded as wheat, amount to 3,023,100 
bushels, as compared with 3,753,000 
bushels last week ; 3,150,000 in the first 
week of December last year; 3,211,000 
bushels in the same week two years ago; 
2,558,000 bushels in the same week 
three years ago and as compared 
with 4,40-1.000 bushels in the correspond- 
ing week of 1891. The exports of Indian 
corn from both coastd of the United 
States this week amount to 1,710,000 
bushels as compared with 2,020,000 
bushels hut week ; and 1,8(17,000 bushels 
in the same week a year ago. 

There were 370 failures reported 
throughout the United States for the 
week, which is an increase of 63 as com- 
pared with last week ; 44 as compared 
with the corresponding week one year 
ago : 37 as contrasted with the like week 
in 1804, but a falling off of 24 as com- 
pared with the number of business fail- 
ures in the lirst week of December, 1803. 
The increase as compared with the 
like period in 1892 is 94. A large 
proportion of the increased number of 
failures is reported from the middle and 
New England states. There are 47 
failures reported from Canada this week, 
11 more than lost week, 8 more than a 
year ago, I I more than in the corre- 
sponding week two years ago and 10 
more than in the same week of 1803. 

Chicago, Dec. -1. — Trouble is said to 
ho in store for the alleged beef trust. 
The federal grand jury, with its regular 
business, lias not asked to be discharged, 
and, it is said, is resolved to investigate 
the combination that exists between the 
big packers for the purpose of regulation 
prices nnd forcing dealers to buy from 
them. 

Reports to Bradstreet's show tho bank 
clearings for the week ending December 
4, as iollowB : Monteral, $13,832,025; in- 
crease, 5.3. Toronto, $8,839,000 ; increase, 
4.5. The total clearings reported for the 
Dominion were $20,810,010, an increase 
of 5.1 over the same week last year.

LAURIER'S SUNNY WAYS. 

The School Question Discussed at a Con- 
servative Campaign Meeting 
at Cornwall. 

Cornwall, Dec. 4.— Hon. G. E. Fos- 
ter and Sir A. P. Caron opened the Con- 
servative campaign in Cornwall and 
Stormont last night by addressing a 
meeting here. Sir Adolph Caron spoke 
in English and afterwards in French. 
The Green way government, he said, had 
placed a sacrilegious hand upon the lib- 
erties of the people of Manitoba, and if 
this were to be permitted the liberties 
and privileges of all other minorities 
were in danger. 

Referring to the school question, Mr. 
Foster said that the Conservative party ■ 
had declared that it was a constitutional 
piestion and .they never ceased to treat 
it as such ; they stood and fell by the ' 
constitution. As for Mr. Laurier's set- 
tlement, he could not do otherwise than 
criticize it. It was a departure from the 
constitution of the country under which 
minorities were protected by the people.

VENEZUELA SETTLEMENT. 

Indications Point to a Satisfactory Outcome 
of the Long Pending Difficulty. 

Washington, Dec. 4. — Minister An- 
drade, of Venezuela, will sail from La 
Guayra on the 10th instant, arriving 
at New York about the 17th, 
coming direct to Washington to 
present in person to Mr. Olney 
the proposition of the Venezuelan auth- 
orities, so far as determined nt present, 
on the British-Venezuelan settlement. 
James J. Storrow, who accompanied 
hirn, is expected to return at tho 
same time. They went to Caracas 
for the special purpose of laying before 
President Crespo and his associates 
the Olney-Salisbury agreement. Their 
proposed early return is a great 
surprise. That they have deter- 
mined to return at this early 
date without awaiting the assembling of 
tho Venezuelan congress is considered 
indicative that their meeting with 
Presitlent Crispo has developed boiho 
definite line of action on the part 
of Venezuela. The only information 
available at the state department, is the 
brief cablegram announcing the minis- 
ter's early return. This was sent from 
Caracas on Thursday. From the circum- 
stances attending the mission of Messrs. 
Andrade and Storrow it is felt that their 
return means either a satisfactory 
understanding or else the desire o{ 
Venezuelan authorities to secure 
some change in the terms of the agree- 
ment. The complete silence of the 
Venezuelan officials up to the present 
time has been matter of consider- 
able surprise and conjecture among 
the officials here. Tho newspapers 
of Caracas and Mar'acaibo, the principal 
cities, have been received here, but no 
mention is made of the arbitration 
agreement, although they date about 
a week after their announcement.

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Tlie Cuban Rebellion Must Be 
Crushed in Three Months 
by Spain 



Or the United States Will Put a 
Stop to Hostilities on- the 
Island. 



Washington, Dec. 4.— Reports were 
in quite general circulation here to-day 
that Secretary Olney some time in No- 
vember had given the Spanish govern- 
ment, courteously but firmly, to under- 
stand that the Cuban rebellion must be 
crushed within three months or the 
United States would be compelled to in- 
tervene tj stop hostilities. It was said 
that prominent Republican senators had 
been informed of this ultimatum. The 
reports in their general features were 
similar to rumors prevalent about a 
month ago, and emphatically denied at 
the time by officials of this government 
and also at Madrid. No confirmation of 
the latest reports could bo obtained in 
official circles here to-day, and it was 
denied that Spain had been given any 
such ultimatum. 

Senators who have b2en acquainted 
with Cuban affairs and who have con- 
sulted the state department officials on 
the Cuban situation, expressed the opin- 
ion that the administration had not 
made any radical change in its attitude, 
but a number of them gave as their own 
personal opinion that congress would 
adopt vigorous measures to end the 
present state of affairs. It is said that 
the President intends early to send to 
congress the report which Consul-Gen- 
eral Lee lias submitted to the Secretary 
of State on the result of his observa- 
tions in Cuba. 

A prominent member of the senate 
committee on foreign relations said to- 
day it would not be possible for the Pre- 
sident to send a pro-Spanish message to 
congress in view of the report which 
Cousul-General Lee had made to Secre- 
tary Olney. Speaking generally of the 
views of "General Lee, the senator said 
that they were well enough known to 
make it clear that his report would not 
be favorable to the Spanish contentions. 
It is known that the report which Gen. 
Lee will make presents a very grave, not 
to say horrifying condition of affairs in 
Cuba. One of the conditions he de- 
scribes is that of the situation of the non- 
combatants, peaceable citizens, whohaye 
no interest in the war except to see it 
ended. 

These people, whether within the 
Spanish lines or the Cuban iines, are 
BufTerer8. If within the Cuban lines 
they plant their crops to make a livinc, 
only to have their territory occupied by 
the Spanish forces, who immediately de- 
stroy the crops, bum the houses and 
other property of the planters, and upon 
the slightest pretext, it is alleged, put 
to death or imprison them on the ground 
that they have been aiding the rebellion. 
In fact.it is regarded as aiding the Cu- 
bans if the crops are rais 3d which they 
might obtain. The non-combatants 
within Spanish territory that is occupied 
by Cubans are given like treatment on 
the ground • that they sympathize with 
Spain. The report of Gen. Lee, besides 
showing what difficulties the non-com- 
batants have to contend with in 
the matter of securing food to 
Bustain life, also points out how 
they are often hurried to prison and 
condemned without trials, and Ameri- 
cans are accustomed to see justice given 
to persons charged with offences. It is 
known General Lee's report shows that 
cruelty is practised on botii sides, but it 
is said, it states, that more cases have 
come to his knowledge of wrongs on the 
partof the Spanish. 

A very conservative member of the 
committee on foreign relations said to- 
day the conditions in Cuba were such 
that intervention by the United States 
in the cause of humanity was demand- 
ed, and he had no doubt that congress 
would early take a stand in the matter. 

Treasury officials have been advised 
that the suspected fillibusterer Daunt- 
less, which left Brunswick, Ga., yester- 
day, has arrived at Jacksonville, Fla. 
Last Monday the commander of the 
revenue cutter Boutwell, who has been 
keeping watch on the Dauntless at 
Brunswick, obtained permission to go to 
Jacksonville for stores, and within an 
hour after the Boutwell's departure the 
Dauntless got up steam and without 
clearance papers started for Jackson- 
ville, but for what purpose is not known. 
The commander of the Boutwell to-day 
was instructed to keep the Dauntless 
under strict surveillance. It is under- 
stood that under no circumstances will 
the DauntleBS be permitted for the pre- 
sent, at least, to leave Jacksonville har- 
bor. 

Havana, Dec. 4.— The Daily Commer- 
<\o lias the following editorial on the 
.latlook of Cuban atiairs and the atti- 
tude of foreign powers towards the ques- 
tion : "'La Force Prime Le Droit,' 
(force overpowers right) said Bismarck 
to Europe, which was heard with aston- 
ishment. Spain during two years has 
treated the rebels and their accomplices 
like gentlemen. We made sincere pro- 
tests, lull of dignity to the United States 
against their jingoes calumniating Spain 
and calling us bloody tigers in spite of 
the noble conduct of the army toward 
Cubans. These proceedings and language 
of the press are reflections upon the 
Yankees." 

The Commercio protests against the 
insulting, anti-Spanish attitude of the 
American press and its favorable attitude 
towards the insurgents and says : " Spain 
had gained no consideration through 
diplomacy and must in the future de- 
pend upon material force to command 
the reBpect that is its right. Time has 
shown this. It teaches us to sharpen 
our nails for the fray." 

Philadelphia, Dec. 4. — It is rumored 
in shipping circles to-day that it is the 
intention of the Spanish government to 
seize and confiscate the famous filibus- 
tering ship Laurada, recently chartered 
to carry fruit to Spanish ports, upon her 
arrival in Spanish waters. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Dec. 4.— News 
lias been received here that the troops 
of the Spanish garrison at San Jose de 
Las Laias, twenty miles southeast of 
Havana, have abandoned their posts and 
joined the insurgents. Many citizens 
accompanied the troops and carried am- 
munition ' with them. The news has 
caused great excitement and fresh troops 



were immediately sent to the post. Be- 
fore the troops arrived anarchy reigned 
and when the troops reached the city 
many residents were shot down on the 
streets. , 



LEPERS IN THE U.S. 

" The Time Hns Come When the Govern- 
ment Ought to Take the Subject 
in Hand." 

That the United States has become a 
dumping ground of the lepers of the 
world is a statement made by Dr. George 
L. Fitch, of San Francisco, who says 
there are few states in which there are 
no cases and points to Washington, Ore- 
gon, Iowa, Minnesota, the Dakotas and 
New Mexico as special sufferers. Dr. 
Fitch thinks the lepers are distributed 
over such a largo territory that it is im- 
possible for the community or state to 
care for all of them, and that it is time 
for the government to take tho matter 
hand. He would have a reservation 
established, largo enough to give theBe 
unfortunate creatures plenty of air and 
a home where they would be free from 
tho humiliation of being observed. The 
San Francisco Call says : 

Dr. Fitch's idea iB that they Bhould 
not be imprisoned in a pesthouse, but 
should be located on a large tract of land 
in some isolated section, whore they 
could have plenty of free air and room 
and be free from the humiliation of be- 
ing watched, and also from tho danger of 
communlcatine the disease to others. 
He suggests that location be selected 
somewhere in the foothills, the Pajato 
valley, for instance, where 2,500 acres 
of land could bo purchased for about $10 
per acre, or $25,000.. 

Tho cost of tho necessary buildings 
and implements he computes at $00,000 
and the expense of maintenance, outside 
of what the unfortunates could do for 
themselves, at $05,000, making a total of 
$150,000, which he says would bo a small 
sum for the government to expend for 
so great an object. He computes the 
number of lepers in California state at 
25 and the number in the United States 
at 300.

At the usual meeting of the board of 
works held yesterday a considerable 
amount of street improvement in the 
direction of new sidewalks in the outly- 
ing districts was decided upon. 

H. M. S. Icarus is in port engaged in 
a survey of a portion of the harbor. 

At times like this with the Empress 
and Warrimoo tied up at the wharf, 
considerable inconvenienco is experi- 
enced for want of accommodation. To- 
day the gulf ferry had difficulty in find- 
ing a berth and the San Francisco boat 
anchored out in the harbor waiting for a 
landing.

WESTMINSTER 

Westminster, Dec. 4.— As reported in 
the Colonist's columns this morning 
the police had an exciting chase after 
tho man supposed, with good grounds, 
to be the much wanted burglar. That 
he is well acquainted with the locality is 
evident by the celerity with which he 
made good his escape. Two hold-ups, 
the victims in both cases being ladies, 
are reported and it would appear that 
the burglar and the footpad are one and 
the same person. There is some talk of 
a citizen's committee being formed to 
assist the police in capturing the man, 
and as during his presence in this city 
there has been no case either of burglary 
or highway robbery in the Terminal 
City, it is evident that the same man 
will be much wanted in Vancouver. The 
coolness of the burglar is evidenced by 
the manner in which he made use of the 
facilities afforded in the Reid it Currie 
Ironworks to make or repair some of his 
tools. 

The board of trade had a meeting yes- 
terday and adopted the address to be 
presented to the visiting ministers. The 
delegates appointed to confer with the 
promoters of the proposed Kootenay 
railway were also received, and it was de- 
cided to insert the notices of application 
for charter in the newspapers. 

The river is still frozen over at Mission, 
but the Edgar will try and reach Chi 



carrying native silver and free gold. 
The shaft is now down twenty-five feet. 
Another nearby property, theButte, has 
a most promising appearance with two 
and a half feet of clean ore at the foot of 
the twenty-foot shaft. 

Sinking was started on tho Ironsides 
on Monday afternoon, the shaft having 
previously been emptied of water.

Already tho ledge has been 
proved for sixty feet, and the probabili- 
ties are that it will be twice as wide. 

A quarter interest in the Jack Pot, an 
extension of tho Buttercup, in Welling- 
ton camp, has been sold. No work has 
yet been done on the claim, but the sur- 
face showing is remarkable. 

John Shear has been working for the 
p-tst months on the Homestake and 
Idaho Trinket in Summit camp. Both 
claims look well. The Homestake has 
an y-inch lead, the ore assaying $42 for 
all values. 

George Edwards, of Edwards' Ferry, 
is said to have made a rich strike to the 
west of Christina lake last week. 

A tunnel is being driven to strike the 
ledge on the Clifton, the property of the 
Coolgardie Mining Company in Copper 
camp. 

SALMON EGGS FOR THE EAST. 

Large Consignment of Ova lor the Rivers of 
the Atlantic Coast. 

Washington, Dec. 4. — Under tho di- 
rection of Commissioner Erice a large 
number of Pacific coast salmon are to be 
planted in Eastern waters. A fish car 
containing 5,000,000 eggs is now on the 
way East, and the eggs will be planted 
in the Kennebec, Merrimac, Hudson and 
other rivers. Already 8,000 yearlings 
have been turned loose in the Penob- 
scot, and the commission is gratified 
with its work on the Pacific coast this 
year. 

This year 80,000,000 eggs have been 
batched, three times as many as were 
hatched in any previous vear. Of these 
20,000,000 were hatched at the new 
station at Battle creek, a tributary of 
the Sacramento river in California. The 
commissioner secured a site which be- 
longed to the Californiacommission, and 
has built an additional hatchery there. 
It is now regarded as one of tiie best 
stations in the United States. 

Not the least important action of the 
fisn commission is the transfer of the 
steelheads from the Pacific to the At- 
lantic coast, where a large number have 
been planted.

CANADIAN COMPANY PURCHASE. 

Herbert Cuthbert Invests for His Principals 
in Boundary and Slocan. 

(From the Spokane Spokesman— Review.) 

Herbert Cuthbert returned last even- 
ing from a trip to Boundary Creek and 
Slocan. While in Boundary Creek dis- 
trict he bought, for his company, thelva 
Leonora claim in tho Dead wood camp, 
and the Llewellyn in Greenwood camp.

HENRY CLEWS' CIRCULAR. 

The Announcement of the Year Will Find 
Affairs in a State Conducive to 
More Activity. 

In his Wall Street circular, dated New 
York, November 28, Henry Clews says: 

The course of business in Wall street 
has not varied materially from tho 
general tenor reported in these advices 
of last week, There has been somewhat 
less activity in stocks, hut no abatement 
is observable in the expectation that a 
higher range of prices will be realized 
after tho opening of the new year. At 
London there Las been a better feeling 
in our securities, and the reflux of stocks 
and bonds from Europe has almost en- 
tirely ceased, as I have already fore- 
shadowed. 

As an effect of the large rise in wheat, 
the year will close with a more cheerful 
feeling among tho farmers, and that will 
produce a more confident tone among 
Western buyers coming to our markets. 
In mary branches of trade, the year will 
close with exceptionally low stocks of 
goods; which, in prospect of a more ac- 
tive demand, is quite likely to produce a 
rising tendency in prices of goods calcu- 
lated to Btiniuiato buying. 

The outlook in our foreign interests 
affords some hopeful probabilities. As 
we showed last week, there is still out- 
standing a considerable creditor balance 
on our side of the international account, 
even after allowing for our large settle- 
ments as against securities returned 
hither from London. Berlin, Paris and 
Holland. The London money market is 
getting into an easier condition and the 
stock market there shows a tendency to- 
wards recovery in prices. 

The assembling of congress is looked 
forward to with interest, but with no 
anxieties. It is taken for granted that, 
pending the brief remaining period of 
the present administration, no serious 
legislation will be attempted beyond 
provision for the deficiencies of revenue ; 
and should the new President call an 
extra session, it is probable that it will 
confine its work chiefly to a revision of 
the tariff in the interest of such an in- 
crease of revenue as will amply provide 
for the public expenditures. 

If any measures looking to a reform of 
the currency should be introduced in the 
present congress it would perhaps be 
mainly to elicit an expression of public 
opinion on the question ; for there can 
be no possibility of getting any Bound 
money legislation through the present 
senate. Whatever, therefore, is likely 
to he the action of congress on this im- 
portant question, nothing intend- 
ed as a finality mav be expect- 
ed before December, 1897. Wall street 
therefore will be exempt from the in- 
fluence oi this factor for the next twelve 
months ; and so far it will have peace; 
which is no small gain for financial sta- 
bility in these unsettled times. 

From this summary view of the con- 
ditions affecting the immediate future, 
it seems safe to hope that the com- 
mencement of the New Year will find 
affairs in a state conducive to a more 
active movement in securities and a 
higher range of values.

factory. The ohject of tfoinn into the 
manufacture of steel is to he in a position 
to construct their own navy and perhaps 
supply the railroads of Japan, present 
and future, with rails and other equip- 
ment. 

It is said that ore suitable for the 
manufacture ol steel has been found in 
the country, and there iH plenty of coal 
which can be sold as low as two dollars 
a ton. Where good workmen can be 
had for 25 and CO cents a day, and where 
there is an indefinite supply of raw ma- 
terial at hand' it can easily be seen that 
it will pay the Japanese to build their 
own ships, both for war and commercial 
purposes. The samo advantages will 
enable them to manufacture cheaply and 
to carry goods at low rates. From thus 
it may be Been that Japanese competi- 
tion is not a mere bogie invented to 
scare American manufacturers. It is 
fast becoming a realized fact, which the 
people of the West make up their 
minds to face. 



A BRA VE A TTEMPT. 

The Times yesterday mado a show of 
defending the civic administration of 
Victoria. It, of course, made a very 
poor job of it, it is so notoriously bad 
that it cannot be defended. Our eon- 
temporary says, in effect, that no one in 
Victoria except "chronic growlers" 
complain of the administration of the 
present City Council. Surely it does not 
assert that the Grand Jury was compos- 
ed of " chronic growlers," yet the Grand 
Jury condemnel our civic administra- 
tion without qualification. There are 
very few, as far as our observation ex- 
tends, outside the Corporation itself, 
who say that the condemnation of the 
Grand Jury was too sweeping and too se- 
vere. If those who denounce in the 
strongest terms the civic administration 
of Victoria are to be classed among the 
"chronic growlers " the great majority 
of its citizens will have to be placed in 
that category. 

We are not a little eurprised to see 
that in its attempt at a defence of the 
indefensible, the Times has mentioned 
Point Ellice bridge. The incompetency 
and wrong-headedness exhibited from 
first to last by the City Council in con- 
nection with that bridge alone should 
damn a much better administrative body 
than the A T ictoria City Council has 
Hhown itself to be. When considering 
the neglect and mismanagement of the 
Council in dealing with Point Eliice 
bridge, it is no wonder that not a few of 
the most intelligent and public-spirited 
of the citizens have come to the conclu- 
sion that a body composed of such ele- 
ments is not fit to be trusted with ad- 
ministrative work at all, and that the 
Executive of the Corporation should be 
composed of skilled men who thorough- 
ly understand their work. Commis- 
sioners, who would have nothing to 
do with buying or begging votes, who 
did not care a snap whether the course 
they pursued was popular or not, 
provided it was right and for the city's 
good, would, we have not the slightest 
doubt, manage the city's affairs far 
better than even a good City Council. 
The city's affairs would then be man- 
aged by business men who would have 
nothing but their work to think about, 
and whose aim would be to do that 
work in the best possible way. Now the 
executive work of the city is done by a 
number of little debating societies, 
called committees, composed of men 
who know little or nothing about the 
work they are required to do, and who 
have very little time, even if they pos- 
sessed the requisite knowledge, to de- 
vote to the city's business. Is it any 
wonder that these committees bungle 
the work they undertake to do, and by 
their blundering and mismanagement 
waste the tax-payers' money? These, 
as the Point Kllice bridge mismanage- 
ment shows, are not the worst or the 
most deplorable of the consequences of 
attempting to manage a city's affairs by 
debating societies. 



REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 

People in the United States are won- 
dering what Congress is going to do 
about the tariff. It is believed by many 
that immediate action is necessary. The 
Government is in need of money. The 
public expenditure has been for some 
time greater than the revenne. Last 
year the deficit amounted to $25,000,000, 
and for the first five months of the cur- 
rent year it is $10,000,000. This is not a 
pleasant state of things. If matters go 
on as they have done this year the pros- 
pect is that the deficit for the year lSflti- 
97 will be nearly, if not quite, 
$100,000,000. It is calculated, now 
that the Presidential campaign is 
over and business' has become in a 
great measure settled, that there will be 
a considerable improvement in trade. 
Imports will increase and tho revenue 
will be sufficient, or almost sufficient, to 
meet the expenditure. There is, how- 
ever, no certainty that this will be the 
case. Retrenchment, if Congress is in 
the mood to retrench, can have no effect 
upon this year's expenditure. The ap- 
propriations are all made and money 
must be found to meet tham. In the 
near future money will he required to 
finish the scheme of coast defence that 
has been already commenced. The 
navy must be increased. This 
will take money, and more 
money still will be needed so to 
increase the army that there will 
be sufficient men to man the new de- 
fences. Even if the appropriations for 
river and harbor improvements and 
public buildings are cut down the ex- 
penditure cannot be diminished much, 
if any, below the present rate. 

It is hardly to be expected that a great 
deal will be done in the way of retrench- 
ment and economy. The people want 
appropriations for public works, and 
they do not want to see civil servants 
put on starvation allowance. More 
money must be raised, and the easiest 
and the simplest way to raise more 
money will be to increase the taxes. It 
is not expected, that much, if anything, 
will- be done in the coming session 
in the way of tariff revision, but when 
the new Congress meets in March it is 
reasonable to expect that there will be 
tariff legislation and that it will be in 
the direction of protection. The Repub- 
licans are, on principle, strong protec- 
tionists and there are among the Demo- 
crats a very considerable number who 
will not be at all averse to see the tariff 
revised, with the avowed intention of 
increasing protection to native industry. 
The Republicans expect by adopting this 
policy to shoot two birds with one stone. 
They hope to increase the revenue so as 
to make it large enough to meet the ex- 
penditure and to satisfy the producers 
by giving them greater protection than 
they now enjoy. 

ABOUT TITLES. 



swering tho public fool according to his 
folly. The loud-voiced Democrat objects 
to the titles which he cannot get ; there- 
fore the prudent politician who has to 
live by popular favor has nothing to do 
with them*. In all other respects, how- 
ever, the matter is one of absolute indif- 
ference. To those who do not value a 
title sufficiently to make them envy the 
possessor of one, it is of not the slightest 
consequence either way. 

In this matter of titles, people, oven 
the most blatant of radicals, are not very 
consistent. They will jeer and scoff 
when a title is conferred upon some 
prominent public man in tho community 
in which they live, but they will scheme 
and intrigua and toady to secure some 
paltry distinction that will distinguish 
them from tho rank and file of the class 
to which they belong. The Telegraph 
hits these little men who love big titles 
rather hard. It says : 

Coming nearer home, how many of our 
most ostentatious scorners of knight- 
hood are there who will not move politi- 
cal heaven and earth in order to get cre- 
ated J.'s P., so that they may be cocked 
upon the bench and addressed by 
that absurdest of all absurd titles, 
" Your Worship?" Who rolls out tho 
title " honorable member " with more 
punctilious unction than the socialist 
agitator when ho gets elected to Parlia 
ment? Everywhere it is the same. The 
happiest barbarian is the man with the 
brightest feather in his hair, or the big 
geBt stick stuck through his nose, be 
cause it makes him the most conspicu- 
ous man. Amongst civilised men, for 
the same reason, it is the person with 
tho most elaborate handle to his name 
Although titles seem to many empty 
and senseless, they have their uses. 
They are highly prized, and whatever 
may be their worth intrinsically, there 
are very many who look upon them as 
indicative of some high quality in tho 
man who is entitled to wear them. Al 
though a title cannot raise a Pitt, a 
Gladstone, a Tennyson, a D'Israeli, or a 
Washington to a higher place in the eej- 
teem of men than those they now 
cupy, there are many who have high 
claims to the respect and consideration 
of their fellow men who would not be 
heard of or who would be soon forgotten 
if they did notreceivefrom thehandof the 
Sovereign some distinction which shows 
that they are in a peculiar sense entitled 
to the honor and the gratitude of their 
fellow-countrymen. A ribband or 
star are worth very little intrinsically 
but when they indicate that the man 
who is decorated with them has per 
formed deeds of valor, has done good 
service to tho nation, as a statesman 
an author, a captain of industry, or a 
philanthropist, it becomes of inestima 
ble value. And it is well that this i 
the ease. The incentives to well-doin 
are not so many in any walk of life that 
people can afford to despise any of tliem 
that are generally held in high esteem.

Yesterday was occupied by the Beh- 
ng Sea Claims Commission in the tak- 
ing of expert testimony, from ship-build- 
ers and ship-carpenters, with the object 
of finding out if possible the value of 
tho schooner Carolena at the time of her 
seizure. It also gave tho first opportun 
ity of hearing Mr. Lansing, of the United 
States counsel, and Sir Charles Hibbert 
Tupper and Mr. E. V. Bodwell. of the 
British side, take their part in the exam- 
ination of witnesses. . - 

A. J. Bechtel corroborated William 
Munsie in regard to statements about 
the mortgage held on the vessel, and in 
cross-examination admitted that he was 
an American citizen until 1893, in which 
year he took out naturalization papers 
and became a British subject. 

Then came John J. Robinson, who 
had as ship-carpenter lengthened the 
Carolena in 1881. Ho expressed his 
opinion that the schooner was in 11184 
or 1885 worth well on to $5,000. This 
was. the main fact brought out, Mr. 
Robert Lansing, for the United States, 
putting the witness through an able 
cross-examination. 

H. F. Sieward, master mariner, who 
has been engaged in sealing on the Paci- 
fic coast since 1S87, thought from com- 
parison with the cost of vessels he had 
bought, that the Carolena in 18S7 should 
have been worth $4,000. She was built 
of Douglas fir. which was equally as uood 
as the hardwood, of which the Nova 
Scotia schooners ho had bought were 
built. 

William Turpel, examined by Mr. 
Bodwell, declared Douglas lir the best 
wood he ever used for ship building. 
He had done work on many of the hard- 
wood schooners brought here from Nova 
Scotia, and was sure that a vessel built 
of Douglas fir would outlast three or four 
beech-topped vessels. He gave evidence 
as to the cost of schooners he 
had built here, as for example the 
May Belle of 57 tons built in 
1890 at a contract price of $ti,500, 
and the Sadie Turpel, 56 tons, built the 
following year at a cost of $10,500. As 
to the Carolena, if she was as good as 
stated she was worth $4,000 or $4,500. 
The witness upon being asked by Mr. 
Lansing in cross-examination if he hail 
in 1802 made a bid for building a .'J5 ton 
schooner for $5,000 could not recollect 
the occurrence; and on Mr. Lansing sav- 
ing that he understood witness had sub- 
mitted a written tender replied, " If 1 
see it in my own writing, I'll say I did 
make the tender; if I don't I'll say I did 
not." 

Another expert witness was W. G. 
Walker, who was appointed measuring 
surveyor in 1884. He came to Canada 
from Scotland in 1871 and was one of 
those employed in building the first side- 
wheeler and the first propeller that plied 
on the Red River. He came to Victoria 
in 1875 and continued at the shipbuild- 
ing trade, the Carolena being one of the 
3els be had repaired in 1884. She 
was very nicely fitted up and was worth 
in witness' opinion $4,000. Being asked 
by Mr. Lansing if there was any differ- 
ence between Douglas fir and Oregon 
pine, witness replied that the Douglas 
fir of British Columbia was more dura- 
ble than Oregon pine, and consequently 
better for shipbuilding. 

Alexander Watson, a shipbuilder, 
judged that the Carolena was in 1882 
worth $4,000. 

The last witness of the day, S. M. 
Smith, master builder and superinten- 
lent of the Esquimalt marine railway, 
was asked by Hon. Mr. 1'eters of the 
British side if he knew the Carolena. 
Witness replied he did not, and then 
Mr. Peters asked if on testimoney be 
heard as to the vessel he could form 
an idea of her value. 

Hon. Mr. Dickinson objected to the 
juestion. What the witness might say 
on the subject could not, he argued, be 
died testimony even by the wildest 
stretch of imagination, as he knew noth- 
g whatever about the vessel herself. 
Hon. Mr. Peters, however, maintained 
that as the witnesa had a general idea of 
the value of vessels he could form Eome 
estimate from the evidence. 

As a basis for the witness to form his 
judgment, the figures of the. official 
measurement of the vessel were pro- 
duced and witness stated the vessel 
might bd worth $:!,l>00 or $3,800. 

The commission adjourned before the 
evidence of this witness had been com- 
pleted. This morning's sitting is at 
10:30.

LOST, STRAYED Oil STOLEN. 

The Missing Cabinet Ministers Are Now 
Said to Have Parted Company, and Hon. 
Mr. Duvies May Be Here To day. 

The uncertainty as to the whereabouts 
and intentions of Hon. Mr. Blair and 
Hon. Mr. Davies, the Dominion minis- 
ters of railways and canals and of marine 
and fisheries, is not yet dispelled, 
although it is now three full days since 
the prominent Liberals of Victoria ex- 
perienced their first disappointment. To 
add to the embarrassment of the situ- 
ation, each telegram that comes to hand 
conflicts with its predecessors, and it is 
difficult under tho circumstances to ar- 
rive at the facts of the case. 

First there was the word that the 
ministerial party would reach Seattle 
Tuesday and land here from the Quadra 
the following morning. Then there was 
a long wait — for the distinguished visit- 
ors or some word of them — and then Mr. 
Aulay Morrison received word that they 
were blockaded in Dakota, having taken 
tho Great Northern for the Coast fearing 
snow blockades on the Canadian route — 
which it is claimed has suffered least of 
all the transcontinental lines. 

Next was the message to the Colonist 
on Thursday night to tho effect that the 
party had altered their programme and 
gone to Rossland, intending to continue 
their journey to Vancouver and Vic- 
toria by tho Canadian route; and yes- 
terday one of the local Liberal leaders 
bad a wire from Hon. Mr. Davies, at 
Spokane, saying that after a long delay 
they had reached the Falls City. They 
hoped to be in Seattle by yesterday 
noon, and would at once leave with the 
Quadra — which is still waiting for them 
on the Sound — arriving in Victoria last 
night. 

But last night came, and still no 
Quadra and no distinguished visitors. 
Instead, a press dispatch from Spokane 
to the Post-Intelligencer was produced 
in the evening as a fresh exhibit in the 
case. It bore date of Thursday evening, 
and read : 

"Two ministers of the Canadian gov- 
ernment arrived here to-day in a special 
car. They are Hon. A. G. Blair, minis- 
ter of railways and canals, and Hon. L. 
I. Davis, minister of marine ami fisher- 
ies. With them is Lieut. -Col. Domville, 
a member of parliament. The ministers 
are also accompanied by their secretar- 
ies. They were entertained by Spokane 
citizens during the day. To-night Mr. 
Davies left over the Great North- 
ern for Seattle. To-morrow Min- 
ister Blair and Mr. Domville will 
go north into the Kootenay coun- 
try of British Columbia. The object of 
the trip is admitted by Mr. Blair to be 
an inquiry into the feasibility and de- 
sirability of extending government aid 
to the proposed Crow's Nest Pass rail- 
road, which is under contemplation by 
the Canadian Pacific. His party will 
spend several days in the mining camps 
and will then return to Spokane and 
continue on to the Pacific Coast." 

Under the circumstances and with 
this display of contradictory information 
at command it is difficult to say with 
positiveness where the Ministers are, 
which way they are travelling or when 
they will he here.

Into a Barge— A« Important 
Contract. 



Vessels on (lie Ways— A Heavy Ship- 
ment of Beer for Hono- 
lulu. 



After seeing active service for over a 
•quarter of a century, it seems as though 
the work days of tho old Isabel are not 
yet to bo concluded as preparations are 
now being made at the Turpel shipyard 
to haul her out. and convert her into a 
steam bar#o. The Isabel was a side- 
wheel steamer, built and launched at 
Victoria on July 25, 1S0G, for Captain 
Stump, owner of the Alberui sawmills 
She started out under command of Cap. 
tain Chambers, who was succeeded in 
1868 by Captains Pamplelet and Dever- 
eux, the latter of ' whom retained his 
position until 1ST0, when Mr. Stump 
sold the steamer to the .Starr brothers, 
who put her on the Sound route in op- 
position to the Eliza Anderson. She 
went as far aa Port Townsend,-and con- 
nected thers witli the Alida for Olym- 
pia, starting on the run in September in 
command of Captain Dan Morrison. On 
her lirst trip she beat the Anderson 
fifty-four minutes between Victoria and 
Port Townsend. The Xorth Pacilic 
came out soon after .this and 
relieved the Isabel, which was 
operated lor a time between Vic- 
toria and Nanaimo, ami also as a tow 
boat in British .Columbia waters, Capt. 
Charles Clancey and Capt. Starr running 
her. In 1S72 she was still in the towing 
business, and for the next few years was 
successively in charge of Captains Starr, 
S Morrison, Pamphlet, Kamsay, Land- 
bourne, Robinson, Urown, Burr, Wilson 
and Clancey, occasionally relieving tho 
North Pacilic, and spending a good por- 
tion of the time tied up at Gig harbor. 
In 1SS8 she >vua purchased by tho late 
Hon. Kobert Dunsmuir, and, after an 
extensive overhauling and receiving new 
boilers, was put into service between 
Victoria, Nanaimo and Comox, where 
Capt. F. Pevely handled her for a short 
time, being succeeded by Capt. J. P. 
Bendrodt. When Bendrodt left her to 
begin piloting, the Isabel was put in 
charge of Capt. J. E. Butler, who con- 
tinued with her'uritil the new steamer 
Joan was built, a few years ago, to take 
her place. The Isabel was then tied up 
in Victoria harbor, where she remained 
until 1SU4, when her machinery was re- 
moved and her hull converted into a 
lloating house for Ashing purposes. The 
steamer cost .$50,000 to build, and was 
considered a remarkably line craft in 
her day and generation. 

WITNESBES COME HIGH. 

" Matters in sealing circles will boom 
in British Columbia, before the month is 
out," says the San Francisco Call. " In 
order to present a good cause Uncle Sam 
wants all the witnesses he can find. 
Secret Service Agent N. R. Harris, of 
the treasury department, has been en- 
gaged on the matter and has secured 
several sealing captains who will go to 
British Columbia to testify. Among the 
number is Captain Alec McLean, and he 
will tell all he knows about British 
methods in Behringsea. Captain White, 
of the Eppinger, was also asked to go, 
but as all the United States would 
guarantee him was ^5 a day and his ex- 
panses he decided to go to sea. The 
Eppinger is ready to sail on a winter 
• cruise and Captain White will go out in 
her. Other captains will on go to Vic- 
toria on the understanding that they 
are back here in time to saif on the next 
spring cruise. 

AN IMPORTANT CONTIiACT. 

One of the largest and most important 
shipments to be made from the Sound to 
the Orient will be shipped on the Mc- 
DulT, sailing from Tacoma Dec. 12. A 
similar shipment will be made on the 
Braemar, sailing about a week later. 
The McDufl' is one of the Xorthern Paci- 
fic Steamship Company's liners and will 
be due to arrive here next week. Sev- 
eral days ago it was announced that a 
Pittsburg linn had secured an order for 
several thousand tons of steel and iron 
rails to be sent to the Orient. The con- 
signment of rails is a huge as will as an 
extraordinary one. The McDuff alone 
will take out 2,000 tons, and the Braemer 
nearly as much more. The shipment 
marks an epoch in the development of 
the Oriental trade. 

THE "WARRIMOO" OUTWARD HOUND. 

Tuesday next is the schedule date of 
departure tor the Warrimoo, bound for 
South Sea ports. A big shipment of 
Seattle beer will form part of her freight 
from here, and of this the P.-l. of yes- 
terday says there are big kegs, little 
kegs, boxen, barrels ami bottles — over 
<i00 packages. The beer is a shipment 
.from the Seattle Brewing and Malting 
Company, and will be transferred by 
the City of Kingston. 

MARINE NOTES. 

" A thing of beauty is a joy forever " 
— especially with mariners who take a 
particular liking to a craft of graceful 
lines. It is therefore not surprising to 
hear sailors Hi>eak often and admiringly 
of the sealer Casco, as that vessel has 
just been launched alter several days on 
the ways having her copper patched. 
Though rigged as a sealer the Casco 
looks just as pretty on the blocks now as 
she did years ago when sailing out of 
San Francisco harbor with the stars and 
stripes at her mizzen-mast and a gay 
party of yachtsmen on board. 

Schooner Zillah May is on Turpel'a 
way;? having her steering gear read- 
justed. On her maiden sealing cruise, 
completed a month or so ago, it was 
found that this was centered too closely 
amidships to he worked advantageously.

ADMIRALTY HOUSE. 

His Worship the Mayor Makes a Recone 
mcndution Looking to the Carrying Out 
of the Grand Jury's Suggestions. 

A notice of resolution that will be of 
very general interest to Victorians was 
placed upon the city hall bulletin board 
yesterday, tho subject dealt with being 
the proposition to provide a suitable 
official residence for tho use of the Ad- 
miral aid Commander-in-Chief of the 
British squadron in tho North Pacific. 
The notice bears the signature of His 
Worship tho Mayor, who "recom- 
mends " the following motion to tho 
board of aldermen; 

" Whereas it is desirable that a resi- 
dence should bo provided at or near 
Esquimau harbor for the uso of the 
Commander-in-Chief of tho Pacilic naval 
Btation; and wheroas tho expenditure 
necessary to socuro the same may fairly 
bo distributed between the Federal and 
Provincial governments and the Corpor- 
ation of the city of Victoria; be it there- 
fore resolved that the Provincial govern- 
ment bo requested to contribute to- 
wards the above object and to ursre upon 
the Government of tho Dominion tho 
desirability of granting assistance for tho 
same purpose, and that tho legislative 
assembly be moved to enact such legis- 
lation as will enable the municipal coun- 
cil of tho city of Victoria to obtain and 
grant funds for expenditure for the same 
purpose, and further, that tho represen 
tatives of the city and district in the 
parliament of Canada and the legislative 
assembly of the province be also request- 
ed to use their influence to bring about 
the same objects." 

it will be remembered that tho provin- 
cial government took the initiative in 
this matter last week, a communication 
from the provincial secretary being read 
at Monday's meeting of the council. It 
was then deoided that tho Mayor should 
arrange a conference between the pro- 
vincial executive and the council upon 
the subject. 



IP AND AROUND ROSSLAND.i 

To the Editor of the Colonist : — Sir, 
— The weather is gloriously line, the snow 
covers the ground, and the forests on the 
mountain side are canopied in white, 
while above tho sky, bluer than that of 
Italy, wins the admiration and affords 
pleasure to the traveller. Two days ago 
I rode up to tho summit of Deer Park 
mountain, where I had the best bird's- 
eye view of Rosslaml to be seen. The 
The Deer Park mountain is to the south- 
west of Rossland, and from its wooded 
heights a glorious view extends of Ross- 
land, and of tho whole valley of the 
Trail. 

Two years ago a few lonely prospectors, 
a log cabin or two, and the curling smoke 
of the desolate camp lire was all that 
could be seen from the crest of the Deer 
Park mountain. To-day a town of 
7,000 people nestles at its baFe, 
and every hillside and mountain 
slope within sight is dotted with 
shaft houses and steam plants of 
the most active mining industry. To 
the north is the famous Red mountain. 
I have frequently described the proper- 
ties gn this mountain, and I have little 
hesitation in saying that the whole 
mountain is so seamed and fissured with 
veins of precious metal that one is dazed 
at the fabulous possibilities of the mines 
of Red mountain. It would be folly to 
expect that every claim located on the 
slopes of Red mountain was going to 
make a fortune for its owner, but there 
are mining properties located on this 
mountain that will enrich more men 
than any mining locations of a like area 
that have ever been discovered on the 
globe. 

The War Eagle, Lhe Josie, the Centre 
Star, the Virginia, tho Cliff, the St. 
Elmo and St. Klmo Consolidated, the 
Monita, the Pilgrim, the Northern Belle 
and the Southern Belle are all proper- 
ties certain to make fortunes for their 
owners. The Eureka Consolidated, the 
California, the Rossland Red Mountain, 
and the Giant should all be included in 
this list. 

In a recent letter I spoke of the Poor- 
man and the Mugwump as fractional 
claims with fractional values, since then 
a good ileal of controversy has occurred 
as to the management and prospecls of 
the Poorman ; the stockholders have 
been scared, and the management has 
become indignant. I, therefore, take 
great pleasure in telling tho stockhold- 
ers, that in my judgment in the limited 
amount of ground they own, the stock- 
holders of the Poorman have an exceed- 
ingly valuable property, and that the 
selling price of the stock should increase 
three or four fold. 

There is very little new to record of the 
mining claims on Monte Cristo moun- 
tain. The Colonna has out distanced all 
others on account of its most important 
discoveries. Development work is being 
actively pushed on Monte Cristo, Great 
Western, Iron Colt, Iron Horse and 
Virginia. Machinery has been installed 
on the Iron Horse, and as all the best 
mining experts of the Kootenay country 
have looked upon this claim as among 
the ni03t promising of all in Rossland, 1 
should advise your readers who are in- 
terested in mining investments to watch 
its developments with more than ordin- 
ary interest. 

Since my last letter tho most important 
discovery of rich ore has been made in 
Palo Alto. I Lave always held that 
Palo Alto would ultimately make one of 
the rich mines of Trail Creek. It has, 1 
think the best defined fissure veins in 
the whole camp, and recent develop- 
ments fully bear out the predictions 
which I made about this property nearly 
a year ago. The Southern Cross mine, 
near the Crown Point, is developing an 
immense ore body, and, I think, will 
ultimately make a richer mine than the 
Crown Point. 

The Red Eagle claim, to tho south- 
west of the May Flower and the Hill- 
Top, has just become famous; ore has 
been found in the ledge of this Red 
Eagle claim that runs a thousand dol- 
lars to the ton in gold. Little or no de- 
velopment work has been done upon 
this ledge, but in the crosscut, every 
piece of rock taken out of the ledge as- 
sayed high. The assays from this ledgo 
were tho highest ever obtained out of a 
Trail Creek mine, and onco and for all 
gets rid of tho absurd notion that only 
ores taken from the ledges of Red 
mountain were valuable. Indeed, it is 
rapidly dawning on tho mining oper- 
ators of this camp that the mining 
claims on Doer Park mountain are al- 
most certain to outstrip those. located on 
Red mountain. 

The Jumbo, which is located on Mount 
Spokane, has greater possibilities and 
greater promise than any mine yet 
opened up on Red Mountain. The Deer 
Park mine itself, aa far us development 



goes, far surpasses anything ever yet 
discovered in tho Kootenay country. 
Two mining engineers representing the 
French government recently made a 
most detailed examination of the Trail 
Creek mines. They left here filled with 
amazement and wonder at the prospects 
of this extrtiordinarp camp, They ex- 
amined the shaft of tho Deer Park, now 
down 120 feet, the- cross-cuts at tho 50- 
foot level, and after careful examination 
they declared that tho Deer Park was 
the most wonderful ore body they had 
ever seen. They backed their judgment 
by buying stock in the Deer Park. The 
only other mines in which they invested 
were tho Columbia-Kootonay and the 
St. Paul. 

There are several representatives of 
English mining firms hero at present, 
but I do not look for the investment of 
English capital in this country for at 
least another year; the Blump in the 
Australian and South African mining 
markets will have to recover before Eng- 
lish capital freely comes to British Col- 
umbia. 

I am not to be for one moment under 
stood to say that every mining camp 
stocked and sold to the public is going to 
make a mine, yet such are tho possibili 
ties and the uncertainties of mining that 
very valuable mining claims have been 
known to bo'abandoned by some mining 
men, and successfully taken bold oi by 
others. 

A year ago the Butte was thrown up 
by the most successful miner, and the 
ablest mining operator in Rossland. 
The Phccnix was on tho ragged edge of a 
''wild cat." The Lily May could not 
find a purchaser at a niost beggarly 
price, and yet every single one of these 
and a host of others havesinco developed 
into properties of exceeding promise. 
Moreover, it must be remembered that 
the minim: country of Kootenay is not 
hounded by the narrow limits of moun- 
tains drained' by the little river of Trail. 
It extends from tho eastern part of the 
province to the Okanagan river, a dis- 
tance of over 1100 miles, and north and 
south fully 1200 miles. This wonderful 
rich mineral belt laps over into the State 
of Washington, and its possibilities are 
so great, and its surface showing so mar- 
vellous a depth, there is no fear but a 
generation hence the Kootenays will be 
the greatest producer of lead, copper, 
gold and silver in the world. 

Tbore in little doubt but the Kootenay 
will become the richest, the most pros- 
perous and I may truly add the most 
beautiful C0K*'iry in uli of the Dominion 
of Canada. Not only will the railroads 
and merchants and manufacturers of 
Canada compete for the trade of this 
country, but the railroads and merchants 
and manufacturers of the United States 
will also seek to share in its prosperity. 
To my own knowledge the railroad 
managers of the big American railroads 
are at tho present moment planning and 
devising to capture a share oi me trade 
of the Kootenay, The cities of Vancou- 
ver and Victoria and New Westminster 
are fired with a resolve to build a pro- 
vincial line independent of the Canadian 
Pacilic. into the Kootenay country. Pro- 
vincial patriotism and self interest is 
urging this project forward, and I think 
the provincial parliament is bound to do 
all it possibly can-to forward this move 
ment. 

If this is effected and the Crow's Nest 
Pass railroad he not immediately built, 
the mining centre for tho Kootenay will 
be at Vancouver and Victoria and not at 
Toronto. If the Crow's Nest Pass rai 
road be built immediately and Ontario 
and Quebec capital continue to invest in 
the Kootenay mines, Toronto will bo to 
Kootenay what London is to South 
Africa, its heart and centre. Spokane 
and Butte are the only two American 
cities that aro liable to reap a rich har- 
vest from the Kootenay. Eighty per 
cent, of the mines of Kootenay are prac- 
tically owned in Spokane, ana the bene 
fit accruing to that town from the 
Kootenay mines is simply beyond belief ; 
there is more life, more energy, more 
business, more of that hopeful go-ahead 
iness in Spokane to-day than there is in 
probably any other city of the continent, 
and it is due mainly to the stimulus de- 
rived from the mines of the Kootenay 
P. A. O'Fakuei.i,. 
Rossland, Nov. 24.

DOUBLE MURDER IN ALASKA. 

Passenger Falls From a Ferry Boat and Js 
Drowned. 

Seattle, Dec. 4. — News of a double 
murder and fatal accident on and near 
Douglas Island was brought here to-day 
by the steamer Topeka from Alaska. 
Two Indian women were killed on Doug- 
las Island, Nov. 21, by Skaga, a native. 
They bad a liquor stiJI, ami had become 
intoxicated on the whiskey they were try- 
ing to make. The man's actions were ao 
suspicious when he afterwards went to 
Douglas city, that the story of his deed 
was finally forced from hie own lips. 
One of the murdered women was his 
wife and the other his wife's eousin. 
A coroner's inquest held in Juneau oil 
.Sunday found him guilty. 

The victim of the other fatality was 
John Knisener, a biewej- at Douglas 
City, who fell overboard from a ferry on 
Monday evening, November 23.

John 
Kruaener was a native of Austria abo.it 
thirty-three years of age. He has a 
brother in San Francisco. When bo 
stepped on board the ferry he bad MOO 
in silver in his coat.

Death with his inexorable scythe every 
now and then gathers into bis harvest 
one of the gray-haired old men who iirst 
ventured ixito the Bii'cIbIi Columbia 
wilds and Btarted that impetus of pro- 
gress that gathering force as it rolled has 
at last brought this province to a front 
rank among the provinces of the Do- 
minion. Undismayed, however, the 
jolly old pioneers close up the gaps in 
the ranks and cheerfully face the future 
with the same sturdy manner that serv- 
ed them in the old days to overcome the 
difficulties that beset them. In memory 
of the old days the pioneers gather to 
pother once a year to recall old times, 
renew old friendships and have a jollifi- 
cation jmjt as hearty and happy as a lot 
of boys let loose from school. 

Last night the B. 0. Pioneer Society 
held their twenty-sixth anneal dinner, 
and no more appropriate ,place could 
have been chosen than the Occidental 
hotel. The building, as one gentleman 
recalled, is itself a pioneer, the first 
brick building that erectexl in Victoria, 
the bnckB having to be imported from 
San Francisco. Moreover, it was in one 
little corner of the present hotel ollice 
that Mr. 1. Bravermau, himself a mem 
berof the society, began business with 
the decidedly tiny capital of seventy- 
live cents, tbo same year that the build- 
ing was erected — 1S5S. 

A few of the old familiar faces were 
Hlissinc from the hospitable table round 
which the guests gathered last night 
but the dinner was the same jolly, kind- 
ly affair, old friends shaking bands, 
joking each other about tbo old days ot 
bacon and beans compared with the ex- 
cellent fare spread on the table before 
them, and everyone settled down for a 
jovial evening. The tables were very 
prettily set out, and the menu was up to 
the high standard that has given the 
Occidental bo enviable a name. 

Mr. Noah Shakespeare, in the absence 
of Mr. T. J. Partridge, who through 
illness in his family was unable to at- 
tend, occupied the chair. Hon. J, II 
Turner, Premier of the province, sat on 
bis right, United States Vice-Consul 
Euro on bis left, and Lieut. -Col. Prior, 
M.P. ; Mr. Tbos. Earle.M P. ; and Mayor 
Beaven close by. Mr. Robert Ridley, 
" Old Bob," the patriarch even of the 
pioneers, was there, too, as bright and 
jolly as as anyone and, perhaps, a little 
more active than some men bis juniors. 
The pioneers were out for fun and they 
bad it, with the music of the violin and 
piano in their ears while they ate their 
dinner, drank their wine and Bwapped 
storigs of the days of Cariboo or Hills 
Bar. 

Dinner over, the toast list was taken 
up and the speeches were enjoyed just 
as much as the dinner itself. 

The toast list, of course, opened with 
"The Queen, Prince of' Wales and 
Royal Family," and the followed that of 
" The President of the United States," 
in reply to which Vice-Coustil Eure 
made a characteristically eloquent 
speech, cordially returning" thanks for 
the friendliness that included in the 
toaBt list at these annual reunions the 
name of tbo President of the United 
States. In referring to the peaceful re- 
lations between the United States and 
Canada, he spoke of the wonderful pro- 
gress that both countries had made and 
paid a tribute to the hardy pioneers 
who had been the advance guard of civ- 
ilization in opening up the natural re- 
sources of the continent. 

Mr, E. J. Thain in proposing "The 
Governor-General," referred happily to 
him as a British farmer, a fact 'that 
should endear him more to the people of 
the province. 

Mr. Charles Holtz, out of compliment 
to Mr. Euro sang an American version 
of the good old British song, "The Red 
White and Blue," the company joining 
heartily in tbo chorus. 

"The Lieut.-Governor," himself a 
pioneer, with a genial smile and hand- 
shake for bis old pioneer friends, was 
proposed by Mr. C. E. Red fern in happy 
terms and toasted by the company 
heartily to the accompanying tune of 
" A Good Old English Gentleman." 

"The days of old — the days of gob 
were recalled by Mr. J. Clea'rihue in his 
toast of "British Columbia." He and 
many of those around tbo table had 
passed through the early days of hard- 
ship and camped together in the wilds. 
" Home Sweet Home," and three rous- 
ing cheers greeted the toast, a song from 
Mr. Fisher following. 

The response to the toast was made by 
Mr. H. D. Helmcken, Q.C.. M.P.P., who 
sooke briefly but enthusiastically on the 
prosperity and development of the pro- 
vince, in which he bad tbo honor to bo 
born. 

"The Dominion Senate, Commons and 
Local Parliament " was proposed by Mr. 
A. Graham, who coupled with it the 
names of the Premier and the members 
of the local and Dominion house present. 

Lieut. -Col. Prior, M.P., in a short 
witty reply, laughingly said that he 
wanted to get a few years older so that 



he could qualify as a member of; the 
Pioneer Society." Amid applause be said 
that the members sent to parliament 
tried to do their duty to their country, 
to the province and to Victoria. 

Thanks for the hearty manner in 
which the toast had been drunk were re- 
turned also by Mr. Earlo, M.P., in a 
pithy and feeling manner. Without 
going into politics at all, the Dominion 
house would, be said, bear comparison 
with any of the legislatures of the world, 
and no other colonial legislature waB 
more loyal or devoted to the Empire. 

Hon. J. H. Turner, the premier, in 
paying a neat compliment to the fore- 
going speakers, said lie was particularly 
impressed with the eloquent speech of 
Mr. Eure, especially in view of the tv <0 
countries seeming in the present d^ g tQ 
bo coming more and more ck^jy t0 _ 
gother. The closer they di;\ e^'mo the 
better— though he would say ' fi0 \ Qn g aa 
they kept Beparato countries-... Referring 
to the pioneer days, he re marked that 
the spot on which they Btr j0 d was almost 
classic ground. The pro vince now stood 
on the threshold of tho'c flood that led on 
to fortune and they, could all note the 
wonderful change that was coming about 
by the raining development which must 
not only increase the mining population 
but bring a laree agricultural population 
as well. With respect to the legislature 
he knew it was the desire of every man 
in that house, no matter bow they differ- 
ed in opinion, to do their best for their 
country. For himself bo was intensely 
interested in the country, deBiring to see 
it progress. He could not help regret- 
ting that tbo Chief Justice was not able 
to be preeent — a pioneer who had done 
a great deal of good for the province. The 
speaker closed by Bome friendly refer- 
ence to the old pioneers present and said 
that though ho in these days did not go 
out muclljto dinners he could not let the 
Pioneer dinner pass without attending it. 

Capt. John Irving, M.P. P., Bpoke to 
the same toast, declaring that his posi- 
tion in politics, irrespective of party, 
was dictated by what tie considered the 
best interests of British Columbia. 
While speaking he made some interest- 
ing references to Cassiar, which be de- 
clared was just as rich in minerals as the 
Kootenay, and only needed development 
to show as great results. 

Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken, M.P. P., re- 
plied also for the local legislature, saying 
that the members of that house would 
always endeavor to make as good laws 
as they could for the benefit of the 
country. 

The guests were taken in fancy and in 
verse up to Cariboo, " Riding' on the 
Old Black Mule," by Mr. Redfern. 

Mr. J. J. Austin proposed "The 
Army, Navy and Volunteers," the re- 
sponded being Lieut.-Col. Prior and Mr. 
L. B. Willsie. Lieut.-Col. Prior, in re- 
ferring to the Navy, spoke high.lv of the 
service and pointed out that "Victoria 
hardly seemed to realize what a benelit 
it was having the fleet stationed here. 
Referring to his having retired from 
the command of the Fifth Regiment, he 
paid a high compliment to the ability of 
Lieut.-Col. Gregory, bis successor. As 
for the Fifth Regiment, he spoke from 
experience when be told them, without 
fear of contradiction, that there was not 
in the whole Dominion of Canada their 
superior. Ho would also remind them 
that they bad now through the efforts of 
Mr. Finn a first class band. 

"The Mayor and Council," proposed 
by Mr. J. B. Lovell brought a most in- 
teresting reply from Mayor Beaven, who 
recalled the foresight of Sir James Doug- 
las, a pioneer of pioneers, in making 
Victoria the pioneer city of this prov- 
ince. Aid. Humphrey foflowed for the 
council and [then came "The Midship- 
mite," sung in good style by Lieut.-Col. 
Prior. 

■' Auld Lang Syne," was the Bong that 
greeted the toast of "Sister Societies," 
proposed by Mr. T. Flewin, which drew 
responses from Mr. J. Robertson and 
Mr. Helmcken. 

Upon proposing " the Bench and 
the Bar," Aid. Huniphrev was 
Bomewbat at a loss to know why' be had 
been asked to do so— he bad bad verv 
little to do with lawyers, "Thank God." 
Mr. II. Dallas Helmcken, Q.O., made 
the roply gracefully and well. 

The other toasts were the "Press," 
proposed in very kindly manner by Mr. 
E. Pearson, and" the "Ladies" by Mr. 
E. J. Thain. A feature of the evening 
was the capital singing of Mr. Porter of 
the Occidental, who proved himself as 
good a vocalist as he was a first class 
caterer. 
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cieB, and without consulting the doctor 
saw the bank people, who immediately 
put the matter in the hands of their 
lawyers and had the doctor arrested, 
after keeping him under surveillance for 
a sufficient length of time to obtain the 
necessary evidence.

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A VERY SAD CASE. 

Speculation and Careless Financing Cause a 
Prominent Medical Man to Commit 
Forgery. 
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Dr. Slack, coroner of Farnham, one of 
the most prominent men in the Eastern 
Townships, and a candidate for Missis- 
qtioi at tho last Dominion election, the 
other day pleaded guilty to a charge of 
forgery. Dr. Slack, who for years has 
been the most popular physician in the 
district, was one of the live truBtees of 
the Montgomery estate, at Pbillipsburg, 
of which Mrs. Montgomery, his sister, 
and her three sons were the others. 
Some time ago tbo doctor secured the 
signature of one of the -sons to 
a document which gave the doctor 
power of attorney to act on behalf of 
the trustees. Then came financial 
trouble, brought on, it is said, simply 
by careless financiering on the part o"f 
the doctor, who, with bis wife and 
children, lived in good style, and whose 
practice, largo though it seemed, was 
through bis own carelessness not half 
as lucrativo as it appeared. Then be 
evidently bethought himself of the 
power of attorney, and in a moment 
of great financial stress forged the name 
of his sister, which alone was neces- 
sary to make tbo paper valid. He 
then, through William Mackenzie, 
broker, as the complaint Bays, sold 
certain shares of Bank of Montreal 
stock, from which ho realized $5,000. 
In the course of business the otlfer heirs 
to the CBtato discovered some discrepan-

Some complain that the Northwest 
has not paid for itself. But we cannot 
in national affairs look at every queBtfon 
from the dollars and cents point of view ; 
nor can we reasonably indulge in sec- 
tional retrospectB. While the territory 
has not turned cash into the treasury it 
has really done what is far better for us. 
It has afforded a new held for the sons 
of Canada to distinguish themselves in ; 
it has given us new hopes, and wider 
and better aspirations. The foundation 
of a greater nationality than that for 
which we looked at Confederation, it 
bids us to take a higher place as a part 
and parcel of the British Empire. 

It is sometimes said that initial mis- 
takes have delayed its progress, and have 
robbed us of the advantages which the 
machinery of development otherwise 
would have assured. There were initial 
mistakes ; but the critics are the men 
who made them. The paralysis which 
prevented railway construction for a de- 
cade, the policy of tying up all the fertile 
lands that settlers might not bo able to 
settle, sealed the Territories, and 
diverted the tide ot immigration 
in which we might have shared 
to Dakota and Minnesota. But we 
overcame these disadvantages when 
enterprise took the helm. Circum- 
stances frustrated many of our later pro- 
jects for settlement, and disappointed 
the bopps of those who framed them. 
A tremendous drop in wheat prices, for 
example, told against us, and the un- 
fortunate revolt frightened settlers away. 
But we have recovered from these ad- 
verse influences, and during tbo past 
few years rapid strides have been made. 

Settlement has proceeded with a fair 
degree of rapidity, and accompanying 
the growth of the farming population 
towns have sprung up and indus- 
tries have multiplied. With the 
diversification of production and 
the revival in tfje appreciation of 
the mineral wealth of the West, we have 
a still brighter outlook— an outlook 
which is emphasized by ' tho people 
themselves in their demand for a system 
of self-government more complete than 
that they now enjoy. ' ' 

Trade, universally, is experiencing im- 
provement. Locally, in Canada, the 
prospect is good' As with trade gener- 
ally, so with the future of the North- 
west; it is bright, and promises 
well. All the natural conditions are in 
its favor. It is to our interest as a 
people that of these conditions tbo full- 
est and com pie test advantage Bbould 
be taken. If we bad moved towards a 
commercial understanding with Great 
Britain we should have secured fa- 
vorable terms in the British market 
for such products as Britain needs and 
as Canada can supply, Then we might 
fairly have looked for a vast immigra- 
tion of British farmers, and with the 
consequent additions to tho .settled 
area, for a growth in Eastern Canada 
similar to that which the Eastern 
States have experienced. This would 
have meant the securing for Canada 
of what, as a part of the Empire is sure- 
ly her due. But this project has been 
ruthlessly, and it is believed foolishly, 
set aside by the government of the day. 
Still, the times are promising, and there 
is the raw material for advancement un- 
der the circumstances as they are. It 
may be said to the Ministers that they 
are expected to seize the opportunities 
of the day, and to create a decided ad- 
vance in North-West affairs. If they 
fail to do this, they fail to do their dutv.

The Toronto Mail of Nov. 25 gives the 
following as the first impressions of Hon. 
A. R. Dickey, on reading the terms of 
Mr. Laurier's school settlement: 

Amhekst, N.S., Nov. 24.— The terms 
of settlement were read with interest in 
this county of Cumberland. 

Mr. A. "fi. Dickey, late minister of 
justice, when asked bis opinion on the 
settlement said: "At present I am 
only able to give first impressions of the 
proposed settlement. Any such settle- 
ment would necessarily be founded on 
expediency, and could scarcely be ex- 
pected to conform to principle. Tbo 
proposition in question seems to be par- 
ticularly open to this observation. 

"The constitutional right of the 
minority as to separate schools seems at 
first eight to be ignored, and under 
section 10— that relating to teaching 
languages— it ii proposed to create a 
now set of constitutional rights. The 
provisions intended to remove the diffi- 
culties as to the schools have been care- 
fully thought out, and appear to be of 
two classes: 1. Religious instruction 
in certain classes after school hours; 
and, 2. Sectarian teachers, Roman 
Catholic or non-Roman Catholic, as 
tho case may be, under specified cir- 
cumstances. In the practical working 
of the latter class of provisions, I think 
it will be found necessary to separate 
Roman Catholic and non-Roman Cath- 
olic children for secular work, and sec- 
tion S will remain rather for show than 
for use. 

"In a country school where there 
are more than twenty-five of each 
class of pupils or in cities where there 
are more than fifty of each class in 
average attendance, then guardians or 
parents of each class of pupils will 
have a legal right to a teacher of their 
own religious faith. If this were in- 
sisted on there would be separation be- 
tween the pupils for 6uch secular work; 
at least it so strikes me at present. Ap- 
plying this provision to the existing con- 
ditions in Winnipeg, for example, the 
Catholic schools now in operation there 
will remain separate. 

" In this respect, in spite of the form- 
al assertion of section eight of the pro- 
posed settlement, there is a radical de- 
parture, in principle, from the ultima- 
tum given by the Manitoba government 
to the commissioners sent out by tho 
late government of Canada. 

" Section 10, aB to recognizing in the 
school work the mother tongue of all 
present and future inhabitants of Mani- 
toba, it is eridently of political origin, 
and partly superlluous, in my opinion. 

"It seems ungracious, however, to 
criticise a proposition which is intended 
to set at rest so dangerous a question 
as tho Manitoba school question. 
It is not a matter for the closet, and 
is, above all, not one of party politics. 
Its usefulness will depend upon the re- 
ception it meets with at the bands of 
those chiefly interested. By its fruits 
must it be judged. I earnestly hope 
that it may justify the expectations of 
its framers, and remove another religious 
issue from the arena of Canadian poli- 
tics." i 
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
